It is certain th a t a play 
of some sort, however, is being m ads 
in which the departure of the Maine 
and other war vessels of the United 
States whose m ovem ents are being 
concealed, has a part. It is evident 
th a t Secretary Root desired to have 
representatives of the United States 
a t hand with a strong force a t th eir 
command when tho crisis in Venezu­ 
ela Is reached.
